' Air Patrol. While a member of the Guard, he’ did ‘some’ instructing 


in the use of the rifle. He said he did not, however, teach any 


Ihembers of the Civil Air Patrol the use of the rifle, that the 


Patrol had never had any weapons of any kind in operating condition 
and the only shooting done by members of the Patrol was unofficial 
shooting ata makeshift range at the New Orleans Airport. During 
these infrequent occasions, the persons shooting used privately 
owned .22 caliber rifles they brought from home. 


Mr. CLEMENT was shown photographs of the device utilized 
4s a sling on the rifle of LZE HARVEY OSWALD. He stated the 
contrivance is not familiar to him and that it definitely is not 
any piece of equipment issued to members: of the Civil Air Patrol.
